TRIBUTE  TO  POPS 


Paul  ‘{'Pops)  Whiteman,  the  man  who  possibly  did  more 
for1  jazz  when  it  was  most  needed  than  any  other  person,  is  con- 
ducting the  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra  in  an  all-Gershwin  con- 
cert in  Salt  Lake  City  tonight.  It  is  not  without  design  that  the 
program  is  being  performed  on  the  34th  anniversary  of  the 
debut  of  “Rhapsody  In  Blue,’'  first  heard  in  New  York  City’s 
Aeolian  Hall  on  Feb.  12,  1924. 


GERSHWIN  COMMISSIONED 

Among  the  most  accepted  versions  of  how  “Rhapsody  In 
Blue”  came  to  be  written,  is  the  one  where  Whiteman  com- 
missioned budding  George  Gershwin  to  write  a jazz  concert  for 
him  in  two  weeks.  The  youthful  near  genus  had  his  doubts  but 
finally  came  through  in  time.  It  was  Whiteman’s  purpose,  as 
the  story  goes,  to  show  that  jazz  had  a place,  an  almost  par- 
adoxical perspective  with  modern  visions  of  jazz  having  enjoyed 
its  robust  best  in  the  Roaring  Twenties. 

But  Pops  Whiteman,  went  one  better.  He  was  not  only  a 
musician,  but  a movement  within  itself  (and  that’s  no  reflection 
on  his  portly  dimensions).  Whiteman  had  to  prove  that  jazz 
could  also  become  classicized  ,and  before  that  Lincoln’s  Day 
1924  was  ended  , there  was  no  doubt  that  he  had  succeeded.

NOTE:  Egg  whites  should  be 
at  room  temperature  to  whip  up 
extra  fluffy,  but  eggs  should  be 
separated  while  cold.  The  yolks 
may  be  used  in  making  a soft 
custard  or  for  salad  dressing. 

Add  cream  of  tartar,  salt  and 
vanilla  to  egg  whites  in  large 
bowl,  beat  egg  whites  until 
still  (mixture  holds  a peak)  but 
not  dry.  The  stiff  peaks  are  still 
glossy.  Add  sugar  gradually,  1 
tablespoon  at  a time.  Beat  after 
each  addition  until  well  blended 
and  sugar  is  dissolved.  If  you 
taste  a little,  there  should  be  no 
sugar  crystals. 

The  meringues  may  be  heart- 
shaped  or  round.  For  hearts,  use 
a cardboard  pattern  of  suitable 
size  and  trace  outlines  on  un- 
glazed brown  paper  cut  to  fit  a 
copkie  sheet.  Drop  by  spoonfuls 
on  heart  outline  or  heap  in  a cir- 
cle. Hollow  out  with  back  of 
spoon.  Bake  individual  mer- 
ingues in  slow  oven  (275)  for 
50  minutes.  These  will  be  tinged 
with  golden  brown.  The  outside 
will  be  crisp,  the  inside  tender 
and  a little  moist.  Number  will 
with  size  of  pattern  or 
mound,  but  12  is  the  approxi- 
number  of  * shells.  Cool,
